Art. 3. Séances et votes. La Commission tiendra au moins une séance 
à l'occasion de chaque Congrés international des Sciences historiques et de 
chaque Congrés international de Numismatiques. En dehors des séances un 
vote peut avoir lieu par correspondance. Le vote est aquis à la majorité 
des voix exprimées.

Translation 
CONSTITUTION 


of the International Numismatic Commission 
adopted on 2 September 1950, 
modified on 9 July 1953 and on 9 September 1955 


Art. 1. Purpose of the Commission. The Numismatic Commission of the 
International Committee of Historical Sciences exists for the purpose of 
facilitating cooperation between scholars of different countries in the sphere 
of numismatics. 


Art. 2. — Compostion of the Commission. Delegates of the following 
organisations will be invited to the Commissions: 
a. the grater nusmismatic collections, open to the public and under a 
scientific direction; 


b. the numismatic organisations and societies representative, of each 
country; 
c. the mints of each country. 
These members will pay an annual subscription fixed by the Bureau. 


Art.3. Meetings and Voting. The Commission shall hold at least one 
meeting on the occasion of each International Congress of Historical 
Sciences and each International Numismatic Congress. Apart from these 
meetings, a vote may be taken by correspondance. A majority of the votes 
cast shall be requisite for any measure. 


Art.4. The Bureau of the Commission consists of: 
a president, 
a vice-president, 
a secretary, 
an assistant-secretary, 
a treasurer, 
and four ordinary members. 


Members are elected at the meeting of the Commission that will be 
held during each International Congress of Numismatics and each Inter- 
national Congress of Historical Sciences. Members are reeligible. 

The Bureau shall meet at least one a year. Members unable to attend, 
may appoint a representative. 


Art. S. — Duties of the Bureau of the Commission. The duties of the Bureau 
are as follows: 


a. to act as a centre of information; 


b. to arrange meetings of the Commission and International Numismatic 
Congresses; 


c. to ensure that numismatics is represented, where possible, at congresses 
of related sciences; 


d. to report on proposals made by members of the Commission; 

c. to submit a working programme and an annual budget to the Com- 
mission; 

f. to publish an annual report. 


Art. o Finance. Expenses of administration and publication are covered 
by grants from CISH and UNESCO, by the annual subscriptions of corpo- 
rate members and by gifts and legacies. 


Art. 7. Executive powers. The Commission of the Bureau may appoint 
Committees with specified tasks. 

The Commission may appoint honorary members having the same 
rights as the delegates of the corporate members. 


Art. 8. Seat of the Commission. The seat of the Commission is that of 
the International Committee of Historical Sciences. 


Art. 9. Change of Constitution. A change in the Constitution may be 
made by a majority of two-thirds of the vores cast. 


Art. 10. Dissolution of the Commission. The Commission may be dis- 
solved by a majority of two-thirds of the votes of all the members. 


MEETING OF THE BUREAU 


at the Gulbenkian Museum, Lisbon, April 14th-15th 1971

and H. ENNO VAN GELDER. 


1. Minutes of the Bureau 


The minutes of the meeting of the Bureau held in Oxford on March 
16th 1970 (printed in Compte-rendu 17/1970 p. 7-9) were approved 
unanimously. 


2. The Plenary Session in Moscow 


Professor Hävernick reported on the Plenary Session in Moscow, 
August 22nd 1970. The Bureau took note of his report and of the report 
printed in Compte-rendu 17/1970 p. 10-13. The President expressed the 
thanks of the Bureau to Professor Hävernick in assuming the presidency 
of the Plenary Session and leading the discussions in his diplomatically 
efficient way. The Secretary informed the Bureau that no applications 
had yet been received from the Soviet institutions. 


3. Report by the President 


The President reported on the activities of the Bureau. The most im- 
portant event of 1970 was the Symposium in Prague arranged in co- 
operation with The Numismatic Commission of the Institute of History 
of the Czechoslovakian Academy of Sciences and The Coin Cabinet of 
The National Museum in Prague. Maitre Martin and Professor Kiers- 
nowski represented the Commission. The President congratulated the 
Czech institutions upon the great success of the arrangement. 

Professor Kiersnowski mentioned that he was exploring the possibi- 
lity of arranging a similar Symposium in Poland, probably in 1974. 


4. Accounts 


The Bureau adopted the accounts presented by the treasurer for the 
year 1970, printed in Compte-rendu 17/1970 p. 18, and the President 
expressed the thanks of the Bureau for Maitre Martin’s sagacity and 
never-failing care in handling the financial affairs of the Commission. 


5. Organisation of the Congress in New York] Washington, September 10th- 
17th 1973 

The Bureau took note of the report of a meeting held by the American 
Organizing Committee on November 14th, 1970. The American Com- 
mittee was congratulated on its efficient and comprehensive work as 
regards both fund-raising and the practical arrangement. In the absence 
of Miss Thompson, which was deeply regretted by all members of the 
Bureau, the Secretary submitted for discussion several points raised in a 
letter by Miss Thompson. 

Maitre Martin promised to apply to UNESCO for a subsidy of $ 3000 
before June rst, expecially to cover travel expenses for younger scholars. 

The Bureau suggested a list of numismatists to be invited to the Con- 
gress. 

Concerning applications for subsidies the Bureau proposed that an 
application-form should be sent to member-institutions and to leading 
numismatic periodicals with a request for all proper publicity. 

The Bureau accepted the responsibility of acting as a screening com- 
mittee and suggested that all applications should be sent to the Secretary. 
The practical details of the arrangement and the time limits should be 
settled in co-operation with the American Organizing Committee. 


6. Other Business 


a. The President submitted a memorandum of September 30th, 1970 
from The British Academy Committee of the Sylloge Nummorum 
Graecorum. In spite of some criticism, The British Academy Committee 
recommended that the present format and general arrangement of the 
SNG should be retained. The question of obtaining the sponsorship 
of the Union Academique Internationale could not be settled imme- 


diately. 


Concerning the international sub-committee established by The 
International Numismatic Commission, it was recommended that it 
ought to meet and start working as soon as the question of its compo- 
sition has been solved. It was suggested that the sub-committee before 
meeting should send out, to the member-institutions of the INC, in- 
formation on its plans and requests for proposals concerning the “syl- 
logization” og various collections. 


. Dr. Morkholm reported on the progress of the new edition of The 
Bibliography of Greek Coin Hoards. It was hoped that the manuscript 
would be ready this spring or early summer. 


. The Bureau agreed that at future Plenary Sessions, all important pro- 
posals, especially for changes in the constitution and for candidates to 
the Bureau, should be sent to the Secretary three months in advance, 
and that the Agenda containing these proposals should be sent to all 
members at least one month in advance of the session. 


. The Bureau agreed to continue the efforts to increase the number of 
member-institutions, especially in countries not yet represented. 


. The Bureau gratefully accepted the invitation of Professor Kiersnow- 
ski to hold its next meeting in Warsaw. As a preliminary date of the 


meeting the Bureau agreed on May 8th-roth, 1972.

MEETING OF THE SUB-COMMITTEE 
FOR THE PUBLICATION OF SYLLOGE NUMMORUM GRAECORUM, 


Paris, September 28th, 1971, 15 p.m., at Cabinet des Medailles 


Members present: Dr. H. KÜTHMANN, Dr. O. MORKHOLM, Professor P. 
NASTER, Dr. G. LE RIDER, and Miss MARGARET THOMPSON. 


Madame MANDO OECONOMIDES was unable to participate. 
Dr. H. R. Batpus, Deutsches Archäologisches Institut, was invited as 
observer. 


Professor P. Naster was elected chairman of the meeting and president of 
the sub-committee. 


Dr. O. Morkholm reported on the creation of the committee which was 
established by the Bureau of the International Numismatic Commission 
at its meeting in Paris, April 1969 (Compte-rendu 16/1969 p. 8) based on 
a memorandum from Professor Naster. Dr. Morkholm submitted the re- 
sults of a circular sent to the member-institutions asking for their plans con- 
cerning future publications of Sylloges. In addition to the already running 
projects positive interest was shown by Collections in Athens, Stockholm, 
Tübingen (Deutsches Archäologisches Institut), and Warsaw. A letter 
from Maitre Martin, Lausanne announced the formation of a national 
Swiss committee to deal with Sylloge-projects. 

Concerning the possibilities for international financial and moral support 
it was agreed to refer the matter back to the Bureau of the International 
Numismatic Commission and to recommend that it should continue the 
negotiations with the Union Academique Internationale and that it should 
explore the possibilities of getting grants from UNESCO. 

It was agreed that in connection with future publications priority should 
be given to the less accessible collections. The members of the committee 
undertook to establish a list of such collections. 
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The format and arrangement of the Sylloge was discussed. It was agreed 
that eventual change should be referred to further discussion at a later date. 

The sub-committee decided that the British Academy Committee on 
the Sylloge Nummorum Graecorum should be invited to appoint a mem- 
ber to the Sub-Committee of the International Numismatic Commission 
in order to ensure a maximum of international co-operation. It was further 
proposed that members from countries not yet represented in the com- 
mittee should be appointed as soon as work on Sylloge-publications has 
started in the respective countries.

Nella sede napoletana del Centro Internazionale di Studi Numismatici 
(Villa Livia al Parco Grifeo) si & svolto, dal 19 al 23 aprile 1971, il III 
dei Convegni biennali organizzati dal Centro stesso, questa volta dedi- 
cato alla monetazione di bronzo di Poseidonia-Paestum. 

In occasione della cerimonia di apertura, svoltasi al Museo Civico G. 
Filangieri, & stata esposta una interessante mostra di monete di bronzo 
della zecca pestana, dal periodo greco a quello romano, della quale i 
nuclei principali erano costituiti da una scelta delle monete rinvenute nel 
territorio pestano e conservate nel Museo Nazionale di Paestum, gen- 
tilmente concesse in prestito dal Soprintendente alle Antichitå di Salerno 
prof.
